ITf LOCAL SCHOOLS 


More than a thousand manuscripts, 


each one hundred and fifty words in 
length, are to be received by the 
Coviaa city plarfning commission 
from the scholars of the high school 
and grammar school, on the subject: 
"Why the City of Covina Should 
build a City Hall." 


Definite agreement to offer prizes 


for these essays was made Monday 
evening at a meeting of the commis- 
sion, attended by members of the 
city board of trustees, and presided 
over by I. Worth Everett, chairman. 
Irven G. Reynolds was appointed to 
have charge of the contest. The elec- 
tion will be held in the city to vote 
bonds on Tuesday, April ninth. The 
essays must be in the hands of the 
city commission by noon of Thurs- 
day, April eleventh. 


In all the cash prizes amount to 


$63, and are divided as follows: 


High, school—first prize, $15; sec- 


ond prize, $5; third prize, $3, and 
ten prizes of one dollar each. 


Grammar school—first prize, $10; 


second prize, $5; third prize, $3, and 
ten prizes of' one dollar each.

control during the coming season of 
fire hazard.

Presided over by JI. G-ilman of San 


Dimas, for many""yeara an active 
student of mountain conditions, the 
organization, known as the Angeles 
Forest Protective association, heard 
reports from S. P. Show, United 
States district forester of San Fran- 
cisco, his assistant, Roberi Deering, 
and his field marshal, J. Price. Add- 
ed information was given by George 
Cecil, at the head of the Angeles 
forest federal forces, and by Coun 
ty Fire Warden Spence Turner. Fred 
Wadsworth, supervisor for parks and 
playgrounds in Los Angeles county, 
was also a speaker, and W.^H. Coute, 
state fire inspector, introduced some 
new angles into the discussion. 


The fire hazard in the San Gabriel, 


and Big and Little Dalton canyons 
will be greatly increased during the 
coming summer, it was declared, ow- 
ing to the activity in building the 
San Gabriel and the Big Dalton 
dams. 


It was revealed by Mr. Wadsworth 


that 101,000 people have registered 
in the mountain playgrounds of the 
county in the 61 days since the be 
gining of the .isent year. This is 
considered to be a remarkable in- 
t6j?e8t in the playgrounds, and points

accessible. Mr. Wadsworth said that 
Big Pines camp, on the edge of San

Frank RFabriek, 
Pioneer Merchant, 
Honored in Death 


Death removed one of the /busi- 


ness pioneers of the San Gabriel val- 
ley last Friday, when Frank H. Fa- 
brick passed away at his home on 
Badillo street in Covina, following 
several years whon he had been un- 
able to participate in business af- 
fairs. He was five months over 78 
years of age. 


Mr. Fabrick's life held a great 


deal that was unusually 'commend- 
able. He was a quiet-spoken man, 
noted for his business sagacity, and 
whose counsel was sought by his as- 
sociates. He came to Azusa first in 
the early days, and there was formed 
the .partnership of Casey & Fabrick, 
aim later he became the first hard- 
ware mi .-chant of Covina. He trans- 
acted a profitable business for many 
years. In the latter years he con- 
ducted a small tin shop, but his fail- 
ing health finally caused him to 
abandon all business activity. 


Mr. Fabrick served the city of Co-

That it is inadvisable at this time 


to inject any new angles into the 
operation of flood control in Los An- 
geles county, was the opinion of a 
committee reporting to the Covina 
chamber of commerce at the lunch- 
eon meeting in Covina hotel cafe, 
Tuesday noon. 


A bill is pending before the pres- 


ent session of the legislature, and 
which has been indorsed by some 
organizations in the county, asking 
that the present operation of flood 
control be taken entirely out of the 
hands of the county board of super- 
visors, and that districts be formed, 
in which flood control will be oper- 
ated by commissioners by. the peo- 
ple, and having no political affilia- 
5oi£ "with'the Cfjnnty board. Th<^o 
Jistricts would be empowered to is- 
sue bonder and tax themselves, to 
employ a controller and engineers. 
The bill is being explained and fath- 
ered by Frederick Baker, a Los An- 
geles attorney, formerly connected 
with flood control. 


Harry Gordon and Attorney A. M. 


Pence, appointed to make an inves- 
tigation for the chamber, recom- 
mended that no action be taken, and 
the matter was laid on the table. 
At' the same time the Covina. Irri- 
gating company board of directors 
took similar action, and it is under- 
stood that other irrigating compan- 
ies in the valley look upon the move- 
ment with disfavor. 


It was pointed out at the chamber 


meeting that out of nearly thirty- 
nine million dollars voted for flood 
control in this county, nearly thirty 
millions has been spent, or is being 
spent in the San Gabriel valley, 
under the direction of the board of 
supervisors). Any attempt to antag- 
onize them, or to take power from 
them at this time, when in the midst 
of the construction of great projects 
for the benefit of the valley, would 
be inadvisable, it is thought.
